(6) On September 17, 2004 , 1 sent FERNANDES a letter, a true copy of which is attached 
hereto, enclosing a photocopy of the above-captioned United States patent application as 
filed, a Combined Declaration and Power of Attorney and an Assignm *nt document for 
execution in accordance with her obligations to execute the same und^r the terms of her 
November 2 nd 1998 Agreement; 

(7) The package was sent to her last known address and was returned to us undelivered. 

(8) As of today, October 5, 2004 we have not been able to locate Fernandas or another address 
for her.
